Big wonts are great favorites 
people of snail ideas and weak 
tions.

They 
are never sick, but “ extremely indis- 
|>osed ; ” aud instead of dying, at last 
they “ decease.” The strength of the 
English language is in the short words— 
chiefly monosyllables of Saxon deriva­ 
tion ; and people who are in earnest 
seldom use any other. Love, hate, 
anger, grief and joy express themselves 
in short words and direct sentences; 
while cunning, falsehood and affectation 
delight in what Horace calls verba scs- 
qui}x:dalia—words “ a foot and a half ” 
long.

O f t h e C o u n ty B o a r d o f S u p e r v is o r * . 
The county board of supervisors met 
in special session in the office of the 
county clerk at eleven o’clock this fore­ 
noon, Mr. Chairman Metcalf rn the chair. 
The roll was called and the following 
members were present: 
Aller, Baker, Brownell, Cox. Fisher, 
Gardiner, 
Greeumau, 
Gunn, Harper, 
Hanthoru, 
James, 
Kimball, 
Mer­ 
rill, Menzies, Miller, Nye, Ratheram, 
Race, Sheldon, Slaymaker, 
Sbermar, 
Thon, Ward, Metcalf. 
The clerk read the call for the special 
meeting aud presented to the board the 
resignation of W. A. Pickett, as Superin­ 
tendent of the county poor house, on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Gardiner, the resignation was 
accepted. 
Mr. Slaymaker moved that the board 
resolve itself into a committee of tho 
whole, for the purpose of considering 
the election of a superintendent, which 
was adopted. 
In tho committee of the whole Mr. 
Slaymaker advocated the retaining of Mr. 
Pickett at a salary of $1,000. 
Mr. Baker, of Evansville, also thought 
it was a matter of economy for the county 
to retain Mr. Pickett. 
Mr. Ward, of the town of Janesville, 
was of tho opinion that it was a mistake, 
that tho Board did 
not 
thoroughly 
understand the matter before and raised 
Mr. Pickett’s salary to $1,COO. The ex­ 
tra buildings aud responsibilities would 
be greater, and tho experience of the 
present'* incumbent ought to lie of some 
value to Rock county. 
Mr. Ratheram endorsed the views of 
Mr. Ward. 
Mr. Gardiner had rather take the opin­ 
ion of tho inhabitants of tho neighbor­ 
hood, the solid farmers, than that of the 
building committee, who had all the bus­ 
iness they could attend to in inspecting 
the buildings. He was willing to let him 
go, and make a change. 
Mr. Sherman did not agree with the 
members who advocated the retention of 
Mr. Pickett; the time would come when 
a eh auge would have to be made, and 
the board might as well make it now as 
any time. 
Mr. Baker was of tho opinion that if a 
change [was made now at a salary of 
$800, and if a good man waa selected it 
would not be long before he would bo 
asking for $1,000, but if a poor man was 
selected for tho position, ho would stay 
until bo died, at any price. 
Mr. Menzies had no fault to find with Mr. 
Pickett, ho did not like the idea of Rock 
county being confined to one man; wo 
must at some time make a change of a 
superintendent, and he thought the board 
had not better take action on increasing 
the salary until they had tiled a man for 
$800. 
Mr. Metcalf gave his opinion, which 
was decidedly in favor of retaining Mr. 
Pickett at an increased salary. 
At half-past twelve the eonian ttee arose 
reported progress, and tho board ad­ 
journed until 2 o’clock. 
■T he board met at two o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, and upon calling the roll, in ad­ 
dition to those members who 
were 
present at tho forenoon session, Messrs. 
Conley, Howard and McIntyre appeared 
and took their seats. Mr. A. W. Merri­ 
field, of Fulton, was admitted to a seat 
vico Pease, deceased. 
Mr. Greenman nominated Goo. S. Lar­ 
kin, of Milton, as a candidate for county 
superintendent of tho poor. 
Mr. Menzies moved that the board 
proceed to an informal ballot for Super­ 
intendent, with [tho [understanding that 
those who voted for Mr. Pickett voted to 
increase the salray to $1,000, and all other 
candidates, at $800: 
Mr. Merrill offered the following res­ 
olution as a substitute. 
Resolved. That W. A. Pickett bo and is 
hereby . reappointed as superintendent 
of the poor farm, aud county insaue 
asylum, at a salary of $1,000 per year. 
Tho substitute was lost—Ayes 
13; 
noes 15. 
The question 
was then taken on 
Mr. Menzies’ motion, which was adopted. 
Messrs. Sheldon aud Howard wero ap­ 
pointed tellers. 
The informal ballot resulted as fol­ 
lows :

They are plucked for their 
down, and then killed, cut in sections, 
very slightly salted and smoked. 
Pom­ 
eranian goose, however, costs 25 cents a 
pound, an»l is esteemed a great dainty 
among German epicures. 
There are a couple of stores here w here 
Spanish edibles are dealt in. 
Theso 
consist chiefly of nuts and dried fruit. 
Dried goat meat forms a favorite feature. 
It is prepared very mueli as our dried 
boef is. 
The Spaniards seem to rely 
more on their peculiar methods of cook­ 
ing what they eat than on any peculiar­ 
ity of the food itself. 
The peculiarities of the French fooj- 
btores are beyond scrutiny. 
The ques­ 
tion with regard to them is not what 
they do, but what they do nut sell. 
’I lit re is probably nothing from a section 
of boiler-iron or a cobble-stone down to 
a bent pin or a broken horseshoe nail 
tliut a Fn neliman can not provide a 
dressing for to make it appetizing. 
An 
(Hid feature of tho French shops to an 
American is the liorse-meat department. 
They all deal iii horse-flesh, both fresh, 
dried and salted. 
Horse-ll(*sh sausages, 
made, or supposed to be made, in Lyons 
and called Lyons sausages, are very pop­ 
ular. 
Sausages made of a compound of 
asses’ flesh, pork and veal also havo an 
extensive sale. 
Sharks’ fins, dried, are sold in every 
Chinese shop in Now York. 
They are 
im I Kir ted from China. 
There are three 
kinds, of which tho best are tho fins of 
tho w hite shark. 
These are worth $3.50 
a pound. 
Tile poorest kind, which is 
known as black shark lins, is sold for 
half as much, and even less. 
Shark’s 
fin is a iiopular dainty among Chinamen. 
It is salted and dried for export, and 
looks like a section of whalebone, when 
raw’, but boiled in water a gelatinous 
substance is extract* d which is esteemed 
very savory. 
A species of stew made of 
shark’s tin, dried oysters, rice and pep­ 
pers is a champion Chinese dhh. 
Dried 
oysters an* ordtn ny bivalves, extracted 
from the shell, dipped iii salt and strung 
on strings to dry in the sun. 
They’corno 
from China, and look tor all the world 
like rigs. 
John Chinaman infinitely 
prefers them to the fieeliest of fresh oy- 
sters lie can buy in-re. 
Mussels, conks 
and clangs are pro cr vial by him in the 
sn na* way. 
The fam ous bird’s nest is a1 so a feature 
of any respectable shop iii Mott street. 
It is queer stuff to look at, for it rather 
resembles gravel than anything vegeta­ 
ble or animal, and tastes a little like 
nm ara! >ie. 
The nests, it seems, are 
ried and rubbed into these fragments 
in tho hand, when they are packed for 
transportation. 
Bird’s nest is w’orth 
from $10 for the commoner variety to 
$25 a pound for the best. 
It is essen­ 
tially a luxury, for a pound of it will 
will only make soup f<»r at most forty 
jieople, so that it rates higher than tur­ 
tle soul* iii the dearest season. 
Another 
dainty, Which All Sin has to have im­ 
ported all tho way from China, is dried 
cabbage. 
Some s c o r e or so of contributors to a 
French sorting journal dined o h o d a y ’ 
u p o n t h e ham and heart of a lion, killed 
by Constant Chored in Algeria. 
The 
f le s h o f t h e lion 
w uh found to bo p a r ­

palatable, it only achieved what is termed 
a .sure* ti (Centime, xviii!** the heart, skill­ 
fully prepared with truffles, was unani­
